, Van Cleave and was educated in the 1 
common schools and Springfield, Ky , I 
college. He married Katie L. Jeffer¬ 
son in Louisville, March 22. 1871, and ‘ 
entered the stove manufacturing busi- j 
i ness in February, 1867, with J. S. Lith-1 
I gow A Co., and afterward became Bee- i 
i retary of its successor, the Lithgow 
! Manufacturing Company. He establish- 
i ed the firm of J W. Van Cleave & Co. 
at Louisville, now the O. K. Stove and 
Range Company. 

Mr. Van Cleave came to SL Louis in 
1888 and since tnen has had abeolute 
control of the Buck Stove and Range 
Company, being its president. He was 
president of the Citizens’ Industrial 
I Association, St Louis branch, the larg¬ 
est in the country, fropi its orgrniza 
tion in 1892 until 1909, He was presi- 
dent of tne Manufacturers’ Association 
from 1906 to 19(W and chairman of the j 
i National Council for InduiKml Defense 
j from 1907 until his death.

Louisville, KyThe Kentucky Der¬ 
by of 1910 has passed into history. 
What the Derby at Epsom Downs is to 
England, the Melbourne Cup to Aus¬ 
tralia and the Grand Prix to the 
French turf, the classic event at 
Churchill Downs this season ranks 
the same in America. 

The'old-tlmers of the turf—the few 
that are left—point with pride to the 
days when they witnessed Grey Eagle 
and Wagner battle for supremacy. 
Those of later days recan the famous 
contest between Longfellow and Har¬ 
ry Bassett. Those fortunate enough 
to see the contest Jot It down with 
the same remembrance that the old- 
timers revere the great Derbies of 
other days. 

The management of the New Louis¬ 
ville Jockey club had done all in Its 
power to make this year's Derby as 
nearly an international race as It could 
be with only home-bred horses fighting 
for the laurels that crown the victor.

The feeling la that 
the colonel would sweep everything 
before him, as least as far as the Re¬ 
publicans are concerned, and that bis 
only fear of defeat would come from 
Democratic victory in the state, a vio- 
tory which would elect a Democratic 
legislature. 

James River Dam Bill. 

Will President. Taft veto the Jamea 
river dam bill? 

On the answer to this question in¬ 
tense interest is hanging. The con¬ 
servationists of the country believe 
that President Taft will see his way 
clear to forbid the enactment Into law 
of the bill, but the friends of the meas¬ 
ure insist that the president, being 
“Judicial minded." will find that It la 
drawn in strict accordance with law, 
and that he cannot fail consistently to 
affix his signature. 

If the president makes up his mind 
to sign this bill when It comes before 
him, be will nullify orfe of the acts of 
Theodore Roosevelt which the friends 
of conservation say showed more 
conclusively than anything else the 
real heartfelt Interest of the colonel of 
Rough Riders in measures to saieguard 
the people's heritage of natural re¬ 
sources. 

Issue Closely Drawn. 

This matter in the minds of many re 
solves itself Into this: "A sharp-drawn 
issue, with conservation as its basis, 
between the resource-saving policies of 
Theodore Roosevelt ana those of Wil¬ 
liam H. Taft." it has been charged 
by some of the extreme conservation¬ 
ists that President Taft ia not wholly 
In sympathy with their movement it 
he signs the James river dam bill they 
will say that the fact has been proved. 
On the other hand, there are those wno 
say that Mr. Roosev$t went to an ex¬ 
treme in vetoing the measure and that 
the grounds which be gave lor his veto 
were outside of the field of reason. 

This particular James river Is in 
Missouri, and the purpose of the bill is 
to permit certain specific persons to 
construct a dam across It in Stone 
county and \o divert a portion of its 
waters through a channel into the' 
river again to create eiectric power. 
The James river is a navigable stream, 
at least it is so held to be in part, and 
tor this reason Mr. Roosevelt leit that 
the federal government bad complete 
Jurisdiction, and the lact that congres¬ 
sional legislation is necessary tor the 
construction of the dam in a large 
measure proves the contention. 

The bill, which ia a counterpart of 
the vetoed measure, legalizing the dam 
construction, again has been reported 
to the senate and it seems Ukely that 
dt will pass. 

Why Roosevelt Vetoed It. 

in order that it may be understood 
Just bow sharp the Issue will be made 
between Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt, if 
the former signs the bill, it is worth 
while to quote from the Roosevelt veto 
message: 

‘To give away, without conditions, 
this, one of the greatest of our re¬ 
sources, would be au act of folly If 
we are guilty of it, our children will be 
lorced to pay an annual return upon a 
capitalization baaed upon the bigbesl 
prices which 'the traffic will bear. 
They will find themselves tace to tace 
with powerful Interests Intrenched 
behind the doctrine of vested rights 
and strengthened by every deieuse 
which money can buy and the ingenu¬ 
ity of able corporation lawyers can 
devise." 

In Mr. Roosevelt's veto of the meas¬ 
ure he spoke of the great combinations 
formed to control water power for the 
development of electric currents. He 
sa. that an astonlshingconsolldation of 
the interests has taken place within 
the last five years, and that while the 
movement Is still In lie Infancy, un¬ 
less It Is controlled, the history ol the 
ol. industry tmeuning the Standard Oil 
operations), will be repeated lu the 
hydro-electric power industry, and that 
the results would be far more oppres¬ 
sive and disastrous Tor thiKpeople '

Ukewlse will declare fealty. Other 
politicians say that there is nothing 
to this, and that "Nick" acts for him 
self in political and personal matters 
without regard to the advice or sug¬ 
gestion of his wife's distinguished fa¬ 
ther. 

If the "son-in-law representative” 
should become the candidate of the 
Republicans for the governorship nom 
(nation in Ohio, there are those who 
say emphatically that he will draw 
the Roosevelt Republicans to bis ban¬ 
ner. and also the other Republicans, 
for it is averred that Mr. Longworth 
Is popular with all Buckeye Republi¬ 
cans and that his klnshlp-ln-law to 
Colonel Roosevelt will have a great 
sentimental effect on some of the Re¬ 
publicans who seem to hare with¬ 
drawn their support from President 
Taft, and who are apparenGy careless 
about the result in Ohio. 

Democratic Faith In Harmon. 

The Democrats say that Judson Har¬ 
mon. present governor, and the man 
who is to be their cabdidate for re- 
election to that high office., can win 
against any candidate whom the Re¬ 
publicans choose to name. They say 
that Harmon's record is excellent and 
that the state Republicans are split 
Into two factions. Insurgents and reg 
ulars—Just as they are In other states, 
although the outward.manifestation of 
party trouble has not been as marked 
in Ohio as it has been elsewhere. The 
Democrats scout the truth of any 
statement to the effect that a mere re¬ 
lationship by marriage between Mr 
Roosevelt wtn have any sentimental 
or other effect in deciding the election 
In Ohio next fall. 

In New York the governoship situs 
tlon la extremely Interesting. Colonel 
Roosevelt when he returns, is expect¬ 
ed to try to straighten out state af¬ 
fairs even though be takes no hand in 
national affairs, and says nothing pro 
or con upon the Taft administration's 
achievements. 

It seems possible that if the Roose¬ 
velt Influence prevails, and If the rec¬ 
ord which William Loeb, Jr., collector 
of the port of New York, has made In 
a score of cases stands him in good 
Stead, that he who once on a time was 
Mr Roosevelt's secretary will be the 
Republican candidate for governor It 
may be that the Democrata will nom¬ 
inate William J Gaynor. mayor of 
New York city, for the governorship of 
the state provided Judge Gaynor says 
that he la willing to make the race 
If the mayor runs for governor, and 
la elected and Mr Harmon runs for 
governor In Ohio and is elected. It 
readily can be seen what prestige each 
will have aa a candidate for the Dem¬ 
ocratic nomination for the presidency 
Sees Roosevelt Opposing Taft. 

William Jennings Bryan has said, 
according to press reports, that he be¬

Dr. Livingston 
Farrand, showing tbe growth of tbe 
antl-tubercuiosta movement since May 
1, 1909. The number of associations 
for the prevention of consumption has 
Increased from 290 to over 426; the 
number of sanatoria and hospitals for 
the treatment of tuberculosis is from 
298 to 400; and the special tuberculosis 
dispensaries from 222 to 266. During 
the year 1909, thlrty-alx out of forty- 
three legislatures in session con¬ 
sidered the subject of tuberculosis, 
and In 28, bills were passed for the 
prevention or treatment of this dis 
ease. Since the opening of the legis¬ 
lative season of 1910, out of ten legis¬ 
latures in session up to May l, all 
have considered the subject of tuber¬ 
culosis and every one of them has 
enacted some law that bears on this 
subject.

changing their courses. Along the banks of these 
rivers the Spaniards found the richest Indian vil¬ 
lages. The Indians extracted gold from the 
sands of many of these rivers and worked It Into 
weird figures representing alligators, frogs, birds, 
turtles, fish, snakes, bells, plates. Images and 
others, which it was the custom to bury with the 
owners thereof In the rock-walled tombs in which 
their dead were Interred. 

Among the documents referred to are found 
the records of an expedition that set out from the 
city of Garct-Munoz In dosta Rica, In the year 
1563, for Quepo, Conto, B^ruca and the valley of 
Guayml. An extract from this document liter¬ 
ally translated reads as follows: 

"Going up the Guayml valley one arrives at a 
place rall«& Couto. where much gold has been 
found, and the natives have It worked Into all 
forms; and on being questioned as to where tbey 
obtained It they stated that they had gotten It 
In very big grains from a river four days' journey 
from that place. In the dominion of an Indian 
cacique called Ucaracl. Not one day's march 
from Couto lies the village of Turucaca. the In¬ 
habitants of which stated that they bad obtained 
gold In the same river as the inhabitants of Couto 
The provinces of Couto and Turucaca lie 50 
leagues from the city of Garcl-Munoz at the be¬ 
ginning of the valley of Guayml, 10 leagues from 
the South sea In front of the Golfo Dulce. It Is 
known that following np the Guayml valley to 
the mountains toward the north there are to be 
found numerous villages, such as Quepo, Couto. 
Boruca. Acl, Uriahs. Xarlxaba. Yabo. Duba, Ca- 
barm. Barerto, Tablcte, Artbora. Cabangara. Que- 
cabangara. . . . " 

The following year. 1564. another expedition 
set out from Cartago. Cotta Rica, to explore this 
same country,, and the chronicler, writing of their 
discoveries, says: 

"Crossing the province of Art and passing the 
valley of Coaca. we arrived In the province of 
Terbl and made our camp In the village or Co- 
euru. which lies In the valley of Duy. And the 
Indiana having brought to the leader a great 
quantity of gold, he sent the slaves to explore, 
and 1 bey brought back such large pieces that the 
leader himself decided to explore. We then ar¬ 
rived at a river called La Estrella, which la the 
principal one aa to the quantity of gold found. 

from Cartago the expedition re¬ 
turned to the province of Terbl. to the village of 
Cururu, in the valley of the Duy (Indian name 
for Quequexque); and from there we went to the 
big river which had already been named Rio de 
la Estrella." 

Since the sixteenth century the land bordering 
the Slxlnla river, which lies to the north of -the 
Chirlqul volcano and which empties Into the Ca¬ 
ribbean sea. had been In dispute between the 
governments of Costa Rica and that of Panama. 
At that time It was claimed by both the governor 
of Costa Rica and the governor of Veraguas. The 
province of Chirlqul adjoins Slxlola and formerly 
formed part of the province of Veraguas, now one 
of the seven provinces of Panama. After the 
Independence of Panama In 1903 this dispute 
again arose, due. to a great extent, to changes 
in the names of many of the livers of this part 
of the two countries, some of which still retain 
their Indian names, while others have been re¬ 
named. The question was finally submitted to 
President F&llleres of France for arbitration and 
an entirely new boundary line waa traced in ac¬ 
cordance with his findings.

The Panamanian government la at the present 
time planning the construction of a railroad from 
David In Chirlqul to tbe city of Panama, which, 
when built, will greatly open up this part of the 
country and make It more accessible. Tbe Indians 
of Chirlqul will give way before the adrance of 
civilization and the earth will give up another of 
her treasures so well bidden for centuries by os 
ture a barriers sided by the avenging hand of tha 
vanquished American.

However. It Is Both Humane and Profitable —Two Great 
Scourges In Calf Bearing Are White Scours 
and Lung Affection. 


(By W. R. HILBERT.) 

The two great scourges In calf rear¬ 
ing are the white scours and the lung 
affection, which latter haa been proved 
to be quite preventable. The method 
requires extreme but not laborious 
care In carrying out. When this care 
la taken satisfactory results are ob¬ 
tained. 

Investigation baa proved, first, that 
the disease Is located In districts; and. 
second, that It is more prevalent 
where sanitary conditions are not per 
feet; third, that the disease Is con¬ 
tracted through allowing the Infectious 
matter of the piece when the calf la 
dropped to come Into contact with the 
navel of the young calf, through which 
It finds 1U way into the circulation of 
the animal. 

The remedy la to have the place for 
the young calf carefully cleansed and 
as soon as the calf comes into the 
world to dress the navel with a prepa¬ 


known almost with certainty to exist? 

There are districts where this 
scourge Is unknown. Let a diseased 
calf be brought In and the disease at 
once appears. 

All houses In which young calves 
are reared should be made thoroughly 
clean; a large application of disinfect¬ 
ants should be made until the place la 
made free, and all calves should be 
liberally supplied with clean, dry 
straw for bedding. 

Another disease appears to be a 
form of contagious bronchitis. It is 
generally fatal If It la allowed to run 
unchecked for some time. 

It la possible that this very serious 
disease may be caused by allowing 
calves to remain out In the fields too 
long in cold, wet weather. 

Provide good, comfortable, dry quar¬ 
ters for calves while they are young. 
Let them have sufficient ventilation In 
their houses without drafts. Allow 
them open air exercise only on warm

CIRCUIT COURT RULINGS. 


Persons Afflicted With Smallpox Must 
Stay Off Public Highways. 


Frankfort, Ky.—Persons afflicted 
with smallpox who voluntarily go on 
the public highways after they have 
been informed that they are thus 
afflicted are guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and the act is punishable by a heavy 
fine. Such it the law laid down by 
the court of appeals In the case of Bell 
Inwrence against the commonwealth, 
reversing the Judgment of the Rock¬ 
castle circuit court in an opinion by 
Judge Nunn. 

The Judgment of the Grant circuit 
court in the case of the town of 
Corinth against J: C. Lawrence was 
affirmed. Lawrence receiving *800 for 
personal Injuries for falling into an 
unguarded hole in the street of 
Corinth. 

The Judgment for *1,947 In favor of 
J. E. Bennette against the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans & Texas Pacific railroad, 
appealed from the Grant circuit court, 
was affirmed.

Thomas Jefferson Heal, Who Killed 
Indiana Bank Cashier, Gets 
Ufa Term. 


Louisville, Ky.—Thomas Jefferson 
Hoal, the noted boy bandit, was found 
guilty of murder at Corytton, Ind., and 
sentenced to life Imprisonment. 

Hoal is a 17-year-old Louisville boy 
who last November executed sn amaz¬ 
ing single-handed attack on the Mer¬ 
chants' National bank, of New Al¬ 
bany, Ind., with the motive of robbery. 

In the bank he became excited, shot 
and killed Cashier J. Hangary Faw¬ 
cett, wounded President J. K. Wood¬ 
ward and also a nego chauffeur.

Thla la of a dura¬ 
ble braid in burnt straw color, raced 
with black satin ribbon. The ribbon, 
bordered with braid, is laid in a scant 
flat rosette and finished with four 
"ears.” The crown is very large, but 
a model similarly trimmed, having a 
smaller crown, haa been mat^s and U 
even more successful than the ori¬ 
ginal. 

The American models are hand 
made of rowa of braid sewed to 
gether. The braids are light in 
weight, very soft and of high luster 
There is nothing rigid or heavy about 
the shapes, and they are altogether 
satisfactory.

CONCEAL JOINING OF LACE 


Verdict Against Delbert Osborne At 
Calhoun. 


Easy to Arrange, Though Much De¬ 
pends Upon tho Quality of Ma¬ 
terial That Is Used. 


Calhoun, Ky.—A Jury in Circuit 
Court here in the case of Delbert Os¬ 
borne. charged with the murder of 
William Corum, aged fifteen years, 
fixed his punishment at two years in 
the penitentiary. * Osborne is sixteen 
years old. This was the second trial 
of Osborne on the 'charge or killing 
Corum, the first resulting in a hung 
Jury. Corum was killed by being 
struck over the head with a baseball 
bat in the hands of Osborne. The 
trouble between the boys occurred at 
the Poter schoolhouse in this county.

to which sUtch shows least. Do this 
with fine thread and cut away all 
ragged edges. 

For firmness it will usually be 
found necessary to Join the under side 
also, in this case make the sUtches 
on right side small. 

Where lace is to be Joined for a ruf¬ 
fle the best way to do it is to button¬ 
hole the edges together in the tiniest 
possible seam. Use a line thread and 
do the stitching neatly. This same 
method Is often used on yokes and for 
thin laces Is better, perhaps, than ap- 
pliquelng. Press the edges open on 
right side between thumb and first 
finger so it does not pucker. 

Some persons lap the edges of the 
lace so that the wrong side of the left 
side lies for about a quarter of an Inch 
upon the. right side of the under piece. 
Both ends are then hemmed In tiny 
stitches. This prevents a seam, but la 
almost impossible to do without 
showing. 

Never Join lace by sewing in a 
French seam, as it is entirely too 
bulky, and. no matter how carefully 
done, will not look neat Above all, 
do not content yourself with sewing 
In a single seam. The edges curl 
badly at first washing and the lace is 
apt to pull apart
